5. Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/20/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In claims 4 and 5 Mitsuta et al. disclose 01-20 parts of phosphate flame- 
retardants. /^though the reference does not disclose phosphates as the only flame- 
retardants, as required by claims 77, 78, 80 and 81, it reads on all other claims. The 
Provisional Application 60/448,815 of Venderbosch et al. ('919) was filed on 2/21/03 
making it valid prior art. The rejections are maintained.
